Oztawa,-Peb. 17.--The debate on the 
naval defence bill was comiinued in th 
Commons this afternoon by I. PT. Cong- 
don, Col. Sam Hughes, Col. McLean, 
St. John, N.B., and others. Continuing 
the speech which he commenced, Cong- 


don said: 


“Great Uritain never occupied 


position of greater naval supe 


than today, and co say that the stout- 


hearted Britains were afraid of Ger-

Col. Sam Hughes described Mr.Cong- 
don’s speech as a magnificent essay. 
It was philosophy but bad history, and 
condemned every.hing that had gone to 
make Britain great. Mr. Congdon had 
criticized the ieader of the opposition 
for proposing to send five Dread- 
noughts to Britain, but the govern- 
ment was actually taking ships from 
Britain now, ; 

He did not object to the criticism of 
our relation with Great. Britain, but 
when it came ¢o legislating for indep- 
endence, it was time the people of this 
country recognized what was going on, 
The most sinister attempt was being 
made to lay the foundation of indepen- 
dence that had been seen in this coun- 
try. In speeches of the supporers of 
the government he failed to find any- 
thing which upheld the unity of the 
empire. ‘ 

If Canada found herself at war they 
would have nothing to strike with. The 
opposition wanted to’ give Great Brit- 
ain something to strike with in the 
interests of Canada and the empire.

Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. 18.—Turning 
cout in achowlhing blizzard, the citizens 
of Cleveland yesterday ended the fil- 
teenth year of the fight for low strect 
car fares by approving by a majority 
of S100 of the franchise proposed by 
Judge Taylor, of the Federal Court.

TWO YEARS FOR 
FORGING NOTES 


Peter McPherson and John Riley Sen- 
tenced to Penitentiary. Claimed to 
be Drunk at the Time 


Two years inithe Alberta penitemti- 
ary, the minimum term that could be 
imposed, was Whe sentence passed by 
Justice Harvey in ithe supreme court 
this morning upon Peter McPherson 
and Edward John Riley, (wo young 
men who pleaded guilty to charges of 
forgery. MePiverson is charged with 
passing forged cheques in this city 
on the thirteenth of last month, know- 
ing them to be forged, and © Riley 
was charged with forging ithe name of 
|Dan Baker to one of these cheques, 
which were for $17.85, $35.70 and 
$67.80 respectively, Both amen plead- 
ed wuilty ito the charges last Tues- 
day morning. 

Asked by the cour: if there was any 
reason why clemency should be ex- 
tended to them, Riley, who is only 23 
years of age, replied: 

“Twas drunk at ithe time TI did his 
thing, and J did not know what T was 
doing. ‘This jis ‘the first time I haye 
ever been arrested on any charge, 
and I would ask ycur lordship to 
take that imo consideration, in passing 
sentence.” s 

McPherson, who is nearly ten year’s 
Riley's senior, stated that he also was 
drunk at the ‘time, and did not re- 
member the next day what ‘he ‘had 
done, 

“Tam disposed ito be dJenient,” said 
His Lordship in passing sentence, 
but this iis a vony serious offence, and 
a maximum penalty of life imprison- 
ment ds attached ito dt. T cannot Ict 
you go without at least imposing ithe 

‘| minimum’ penitentiary séntence, as 
drunkenness is 10 excuse in the eyes 
of the Jaw. You will therefore be 
committed ito the Edmonton peniten- 
tiary for itwo years ion each charge, 
tthe sentences to run concurrently.” 

The count was then adjourned until 
ten o'clock Monday morning ‘when 
civil cases will be taken up. Two 
members of the (Mounted Police took 
the prisoners to the penitentiary.

Kverything comes to the surface in 
a caucus mecting.- This was to some

A heart to heart talk was ihad as far 
asccan be learned. ’Ihe members of 
the government were there and that 
por.ion of the T,beral members who 
have come to be known as the “in- 
surgents.”

THE CIVIC CENTRE PROPOSAL 


In the course of an interview ap- 
pearing elsewhere in this issue, Mayor 
Lee disctisses the proposals which have 
been made by the Capital to make the 
present market a civic square, grouping 
different public buildings road abot 
on the property facing it. Te antin- 
ates that there is room for difference 
of opinion as to whether it is a good 
thing to group public buildings. This, 
of course, lies at the basis of the whole 
discussion. Most people in putting up 
a building of some pretensions con- 
sider the surroundings iv which it will 
be placed. A public structure would 
surely be set off to much better ad- 
vantage among those which are in a 
class with itself than among those of 
an inferior character. If a considerable 
sum of money, for instance, is to be 
put into a public library of architect- 
ural dignity and beauty, could we not 
obtain more for the outlay by placing 
it along side an open space, attractively 
laid out, with other buildings of its 
kind near by, than if it were erecied, 
as it will be if Monday’s bylaw carrics, 
on a couple of lots huddled up among 
warchouse buildings? 

As to the cost of purchasing the 
additional property required, the mayor 
points out that a great deal of money 
would be required and he is doubtful 
if the purchase could be made with- 
out some spccific purpose being ine:- 
tioned. The city charter allows ex- 
propriation where it is desired to es- 
tablish a park.

Can anyone doubt, with the square 
improved, as is suggested, and then 
those lots facing it, that are not re- 
quired for city purposes, resold, that 
the city would make enough on the 
transaction’ not ‘only to pay for the 
city hall and public library sites, but 
also for the work of making the open 
space what it should be in accordance 
with the general proposal. 


In any case, no matter whether this 
suggestion’ of The Capital's is adopted 
in its entirety or not, we should be 
spared the calamity of having the mar- 
ket building erected there. If it is to 
be built upon at all, use it for city 
hall purposes. There can surely, be no 
doubt about the result of Monday's 
plebiscite. As for the library site, a 
better one can, in any case, be secured 
than that which it is now proposed to 
purchase,

in honor of Rey. and Mrs. A. J. Forbes 
and their assistant missionary, Mr. 
Mungo Forbes, who leave today for the 
far northern country of the Prairic 
River. 

Mr. and Mrs. Forbes are pioneer 
missionaries. ‘They have been in the 
mission field in western Alberta and at 
Fort Saskatchewan for the past fifteen 
years, Mr. Mungo Forbes is a voiun- 
teer, and is about to experience his 
first taste of missionary life on the 
frontier of civilization. 

Mr. and Mrs, Forbes are being sent 
to the Grande Prairie country by the 
First. Presbyterian Church, and it is 
peculiarly fitting that the first church 
established in Alberta should be the 
first western church to send mission- 
aries to the remeter parts of the pro- 
vince. As a token of the esteem in 
which they are held by the congrega- 
tion, the ladies of the church las: night 
presented Mr, and Mrs. Forbes with 
a beautiful communion service and a 
purse of gold. Both missionaries re- 
plied with much feeling in addresses 
in which they recounted many of the 
hardships and difficulties which have to 
be overcome in the everyday life of a 
home missionary. 


Fighting Parsons Wanted. 


Dr. McLaren, who made a powerful 
appeal for the religious life of more 
recently settled parts of this province, 
and other similar places: in) Western 
Canada, laid particular stress on the 
kind of man they needed. “Fighting 
Parsons,” men who are never daunted, 
is what the home mission ficlds are 
crying for. 

“We want men who can go out and 
take the leadership of the community 
from the very first,” said Dr. McLaren. 
“The moral code and religious spirit 
means everything to the future of a 
new country. Home missionaries are 
often spoken of in the West as the 
‘conscience of a community.’ a 


“T remember how very true this was 
in the case of a certain missionary sit- 
uated in a little settlement about thirty 
miles nor:h of Ashcroft about twenty 
years ago. 

“Nrrangements made in the 
town for a prize-fight. The minister 
talked against it but it was no use. A 
barn was secured, were sold, 
and the men who were to fight arrived 
from Vancouver. On the night of the 
proposed fight, this minister put on a 
sweater, left his coat at home, and 
started for the barn.

Te recited the experi- 
ence of a young minister in British 
Columbia, near Kamloops, who made 
arrangements to preacls at a little’ sct- 
tlement in an outlying district. Whea 
he arrived here, seven men and some 
women and children were on ‘hand, all 
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jof them in well worn and very old-

fashioned clothes. After the service 
an old man came up to the minister 
and told him that that was the first 
religious service of any kind rhat they 
had had there for thirty years. 

“The home missionaries are the em- 
pire-builders of the West,” concluded 
the speaker. “The future imperial spirit 
of Canada depends on Christianizing 
the ignorant and down-trodden peoples 


of Europe who are coming into the | 
West by the tens of thousands. If ,

This 
disposed of some of the best horses 
that were sent abroad, and now the 
best American horse in England is Sir 
Martin, the four-year-old son of Og- 
den and Lady Sterling, which was pur- 
chased from John FE.

stately avenue by the silent Thames 
would be the pride of the people. It 
would be the national promenade to 
which they would hurry the stranger 
whom they wished to impress with the 
charm and the grandeur of their cap- 
ital. Who would take a foreigner to 
the embankment?, I would as soon 
throw open the family cupboard in or- 
der to exhibit the family skeleton to 
a gaping crowd.. For what would the 
stranger sce? He would seen gardens 
and palatial clubs and hotels, it is true, 
but -he would see also our shame and 
our despair--men and boys whom crime 
and idleness, folly and misfortune have 
branded as outeasts. 

At dusk these human wrecks begin 
to drift towards the Thames. » They 
seem without a purpose, for there are 
few people to whose pity they can make 
appeal. The embankment is a place to 
avoid after dark, unless you seck de- 
liberately to harrow up your soul, But 
to do the outcasts justice their petitions 
are rare. Their rule is silence. When 
they talk among themselves it is of 
food--not of work. 

“T never starve,” said one to his 
companion, “This afternoon IT had 
three cups of tea with bread and but- 
ter.” He was a youth with the com- 
plexion of a Dutch cheese. His foul 
and tattered garments would have dis- 
graced a scarecrow. At rare intervals 
an orator breaks the silence. The 
other night one appeared near the 
Temple Station and preached from a 
newspaper this doctrine: 

“Civilization is the science of the 
umatural, It restrains the natural 
impulses and ‘passions of man. It ‘robs 
him of the freedom that prevails am- 
ong the brute creation. ‘The respon- 
sibility for poverty rests upon. society, 
Which has replaced the laws of nature 
by laws of its own. The chief aim of 
society is to get someone else to do its 
share of the work and to take all the 
wealth.” t 

The audience showed little interest. 
and the approach of a policeman end- 
ed the oration. 

At 10: o’clock a new spirit animates 
these sorry groups. There is a general 
movement, and men and boys ‘who a 
few minutes before looked incapable of 
energy are endowed with sudden actiy- 
ity. The word has passed that some 
agent of the salvation army or of the 
church army is. distributing admission 
to a sheltgr. But the mass gravitates 
near Somerset House, and

o'clock every night there is mustered 
inthe shadow of this register office of 
fabulous wealth a regiment the like of 
which could be raised in no other coun- 
try in the world.

Close packed they stand like 
a regiment of soldiers waiting in dark- 
ness the signal to advance. At the 
head of the line are two stalwart police- 
men and at the end of the line are two 
stalwart policemen. If you can melt 
the official reserve these guardians will 
tell you that the men come from all 
parts of the country, and that not one- 
half of them would accept a job if it 
was offered to them, As for tthe youths 
who form a great part of this ragged 
regiment, most of them are known to 
the police as incorrigible idlers--if noth- 
ing worse. 

Dante, in this journey through ithe 
nether regions never saw a_ spectacle 
more appalling. A solid phalanx of 
misery, Every face, old and young, 
impressed with the stamp of dreadful 
expcricnce. To look upon them is to 
shudder and despair. Singly and in 
groups ‘they repel even when they pro- 
voke pity. In the moment they fill one 
with chorror. Their silence and im- 
mobility are inhuman, for speech is 
rare, and when a word is spoken it 
recks of the foulness. 1 am told by the 
agents of the socictices upon whose 
charity these nightly hordes wait that 
there are many genuine cases of pov- 
erty. Surely for these might be found 
away of escape without dragging them 
into the company of the idle and the 
dissoluie. One righteous man, we 
know, might have saved a certain city 
from destruction; but to save one 
righteous man it is not necessary to 
gather on the Thames embankment this 
wreckage of humanity. For the police 
and for charitable organizations it may 
be convenient to thave these — nightly 
musters. If they shad a remedy we 
might be content to let them use the 
Fhames embankment as a corral in 
which to separate the sheep from the 
goats--to divide those wha can work 
from those who will not work, and to 
see to it that work is provided for the 
unwilling as well as for the willing. 

But we Ict theory and sentiment take 
the place of practical wisdom. If the 
drill sergeant was the inevitable s.sc- 
cessor of the schoolmaster ‘I wonder 
new Gnany of chese wasicils would be 
hauiting the embankment Bue there 


sen or the werkhouse to the barracks; 
who would rather ‘that youth should 
draw fromthe lottery of miserable and 
casual cmployments than from the urr 
that sends ‘him’ to military d'scipline 
and the atmosphere of ‘honor breathed 
hy a soldie*.

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FATAL FIRE | 
AT HAMILTON 


Two Firemen Perish at Guraey-Tilden 
Stove Foundry in that City 


Hamilton, Feb. 17.--Two men are 
dead and three seriously injured, and 
a score painfully bruised as a result 
of the fire which broke out at 5.30 this 
afternoon in the big plaut of Gurney- 
‘Tilden Company, stove manufacturers. 
Henry and Alfred McCully were suffo- 
cated to death. ‘The bodies were found 
half an hour after the fire started. 

It is supposed the electric wires ig- 
nited a chemical in the lacquer room on 
the ground floor. A burst of flame and 
a cloud of deifse, suffocating smoke, 
followed. ‘Phe ‘smoke went up the 
elevator shaft to the three upper floors. 

Bawden, with six others, was work- 
ing in the grinding room when a sudden 
cloud of smoke entered. They rushed 
to the windows.. Hobson jumped into 
the life net, getting a broken wrist. 
The others were taken down tthe lad- 
ders by the firemen. Bawden and Mc- 
Cully tried to escape, to another room, 
but were overcome and perished. A 
panic ensued among S00 employees in 
that section of the foundry. Ar least 
75 slid down the elevator cables. The 
smoke travelled with great rapidity, 
and a chundred men escaped by leap- 
ing into the life nets or down the lad- 
ders, 

The loss is estimated at $70,000. 

While returning from the fire at s 
p.m. the members of the central fire 
station company had a narrow escape. 
At a crossing ‘the sleigh was struck by 
a street car and carried 20 feet without 
overturning, Fireman W. M. McDou- 
gall, driver, managed to control the 
horses and was badly cut on the face. 
Fireman Sam Crawford was ‘thrown 
eight feet against an iron pole, and 
taken to the hospital. His condition 
is critical. 

Other firemen were slightly injured. 
The firemen claim the motorman did 
not ring the gong. A fire broke out 
in the first floor of the Ryan wing, 
St. Michael's Hospital, at cight o'clock 
‘tonight. Owing to the presence of 
mind of George Doust, who was visit- 
ing his wife, a patient, who got the 
hospital ‘hose into ‘action, the fire was 
extinguished before serious damage 
could be done.
